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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


PAKISTAN To Play Significant Role in 1988/89 World Wheat Market. 
Pakistan's wheat import demand may be a significant factor in the 1988/89 = 
world wheat trade and may mean a larger potential market for U.S. wheat. > ith 
indications of a second consecutive poor crop, Pakistan's wheat import needs 
for 1988/89 (July/June) might be up sharply, as compared to the 1987/88 whéat= 
import estimate of 370,000 tons. In the past, the United States has supp hiedS 
about half of Pakistan's wheat import needs with soft white wheat. The ae) 
remainder has been supplied by Canada and the European Community (EG). 


CHINA'S Cotton Area and Production on the Upswing. China's 1988/89 
cotton crop is projected at nearly 20.0 million bales, up 4 percent from last 
year's crop of 19.2 million bales and more than 20 percent higher than the 
16.3-million-bale crop of 1986/87, according to the U.S. agricultural 
counselor in Beijing. Area is forecast at 5.3 million hectares, up 390,000 
hectares or 8 percent from the previous year and up 23 percent from 1986. In 
Shandong, the largest cotton producing province, area is forecast to expand 10 
percent from last year to 1.33 million hectares, while in Hebei, the second 
largest cotton producing province, area is expected to be 893,000 hectares, up 
69,000 from 1987. Last year's increased output was the result of higher 
cotton prices and the allocation of 35 kilograms of fertilizer for every 50 
kilograms of cotton sold to the state (fertilizer bonus system). 


Chinese cotton experts estimate that an increase of 2.8 to 3.2 
million bales is needed in 1988 for China to fulfill its rising domestic 
demand and still maintain its status as a major cotton exporter. New policies 
have been proposed which include breeding programs, greater availability of 
inputs at set prices, expansion of double cropping wheat and cotton, and 
improvement of the marketing system. However, the potential for cotton 


expansion remains limited by competition from other crops for the available 
farmland.

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U.S. Cotton Exports Continue To Move at a Brisk Pace. The U.S. 
Bureau of Census reported January cotton exports of 663,000 bales, the largest 
January level in three years. Cumulative exports during the first half of the 
marketing year totaled 3.1 million bales. Total 1987/88 exports are forecast 
at 6.9 million bales. USDA's U.S. Export Sales Report shows that February 
exports reached the highest monthly level this season, The report indicates 
an export movement of 923,000 bales during January 28 through March 3. This 
level brings accumulated exports for the current marketing year through March 
3 to 3.9 million bales, as reported by U.S. Export Sales Report. This 
compares to about 4.0 million bales for the same period in the previous 
marketing year. Although accumulated upland cotton exports are lagaing behind 
last year's, U.S. Pima cotton exports have already exceeded last year's total 
Pima cotton exports. Pima exports through March 3 amounted to 148,000 bales. 
Total Pima exports in 1986/87 were 114,600 bales. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


CORRECTION: UNITED STATES Releases NEW ZEALAND Sheep From 
Quarantine. On March 14, veterinarians with USDA's Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service (APHIS) decided to release all of the 9,400 sheep from 
quarantine after determining that the fatal disorders exhibited in about 235 
sheep were not a health threat to U.S. sheep. APHIS veterinarians determined 
that the fatal disorder was commonly found in young lambs and not previously 
exhibited in adults. After diagnosis and treatment by antibiotics by APHIS 
veterinarians, the quarantine was lifted after 36 days rather than the 
anticipated 45 days. The 9,400 sheep are now in finishing status in Portland, 
Oregon. APHIS has not completed its new regulation clearance procedures for 
live sheep importation from New Zealand and the current clearance process will] 
continue until at least April 2nd. Until new regulations are complete, no 
additional imports of live sheep will be permitted into the United States. 
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FINLAND Expands Beef Import Quota. The Finnish Agricultura | 
Marketing Council has given meat companies permission to import an additional 
500 tons of beef. This announcement may present a new market opportunity for 
U.S. exporters of high quality beef. The 500-ton quota will be added to the 
uD ee quota of 300 tons of beef primal cuts that the government announced in 
February. The February announcement was the first such quota issued in five 
years. The expanded portion of the quota will also include carcass beef. 


In addition to the expanded quota, the Council also recommended a 
reduction in the beef import fee from slightly over 20 Finnmarks to 16 per 
kilo (U.S.$1=4.039 Finnmarks). These two measures are designed to improve 
supplies to the domestic market and bring down prices, which are about 8 
percent above the national target price. 
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DENMARK'S Poultry Industry Declines in 1987. Denmark's output of 
poultry meat was 113,000 tons in 1987, down 2 percent, while egg production 
totaled 1.32 billion eggs, down 6 percent, according to the U.S. agricultura | 
counselor in Copenhagen. Declines of 1 and 3 percent, respectively, are 
forecast for 1988. Smaller output of spent hens and turkey meat caused the 
decline in meat production. The decline in egg production is said to be due 


to the larger cage sizes, and consequent higher costs, that Danish producers 
are required to use. 


WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS 


The U.S. dollar ended the week of March 14 up against the West German 
mark and the Japanese yen as the U.S. January trade deficit was more favorable 
than expected. The trade deficit was up slightly to $12.4 billion from $12.2 
billion for December 1987. Although the change in the deficit was small, U.S. 
exports fell 10 percent to $22.3 billion while imports declined 6 percent to 
$34.8 billion. The dollar also gained when the United Kingdom lowered its 
prime interest rate one half of a percent on March 17.
